CORONER BEGINS | 


THEATER INQUEST 


Many Tales of Heroism and 
of Official Neglect 
Told by Witnesses. 


FOY’S STORY IS VIVID. 


Asbestos Curtain Not Lowered, 
Exits Barred, and Ushers Use- 
less When Panic Starts. 


The story of the Iroquois theater horror— 
a story in which the brilliance of many tales 
of miraculous escape and heroic attempts at 
rescue paled in the dark accounts of death 
breeding negligence—was commenced before 
the coroner’s jury yesterday. 

Time and time again jurors and auditors 
were enthused at some story of self-sacrifice 
in. the face of the gravest danger, only to 
turn away heart sick when another question 
from the coroner brought out a story of a 
barred exit. against which men, women, and 
ehildren beat their hands and threw their 
bodies in a hopeless race with death. 

From witnesses who had themselves been 
a part of the grim tragedy the story came. 
Persons who had witnessed the fire and the 
panic from the stage, the foyer, the boxes, the 
balcony, the pit, or the gallery told the same 
tale of a death trap. More than 100 others 
waited in an anteroom ready to take the 
witness stand and tell other stories as dar 
They will be heard. ‘ 

Will Take All Time Necessary. | 

“We shall take all the time necessary to | 
get at the exact causes of this disaster, and 
beyond the causes to the persons responsi- 
ble for them,” said Coroner Traeger at the 
close of the first day's inquiry. ‘‘ Ten days 
will be needed for this work at least. We 
will take more if necessary.” 

Out of a dozen or more stories told during 
the day several instances of apparent-care- 
lessness or wanton neglect on the part of 
some persons in authority stood out promi- ; 
nently. 

Exits were shrouded in curtains. When 
discovered, in many instances they could 
not be opened by the frantic fire pressed 
men and women. 

Those who found egress from the upper 
floors discovered, when in sight of light and 
air, that the outer doors on the main floor 
were locked, and before they could force 
them open the crowd had pressed against 
them, crushing down women and children 
and trampling them under foot. 

“ tos”? Curtain Not Lowered. 

The “ asbestos ’’ curtain, Intended for no 
other purpose than for use in such am emer 
gency, failed to drop. Another curtain, 
which had been dropped instead, catght fire 
and burned, scattering the flames over the 
audience and adding to the confusion and 
death 


There were no fire appliances on the stage, 
except a small kill fire apparatus, which was 
pitiably inefficient whem put to the test. No 
five drill had ever been practiced by thestage 
employés, and in the body of the house the 
ushers gave no aid.

Many Lawyers Hear Testimony. 

County and city officials worked together 
in the quest after those responsible for the 
holocaust. Coroner Traeger was assisted by 
State’s Attorney Deneen. The latter, with 
Assistant A. C. Barnes, was gathering evi- 
dence for a possibly grand jury inquiry 
after the coroner had finished. County At- 
torney James Wilkerson and Assistant Frank 
L. Shepard were also present. For the city, 
Fire Department Attorney Monroe Fulker- 
son watched the proceedings, and during a 
portion of the day Chief O’ Neill was present, 
Many aldermen were also there.

Woman’s Vivid Narrative. _

Ourtain Maker Is Questioned. 


George W. Stetson of Hingham, Mass., 
secretary of the C. W. Trainer Manufactur- 
ing company of Boston, which made the 
asbestos curtain for the Iroquois, was the 
next witness.

Tells How Ourtain Burned.

My. friend fell prostrate, and there were 
three or four women who fell upon her. 

“ I managed to get over enough seats until 
I struck a clear space in the aisle. I faced 
the east side of the theater in walking out. 
This had all become vacant, and I walked 
along the aisie until I could pass through 
the seats to the opening of the door. I was 
almost the last one to get out. 

“The fire was about sfx inches behind me 
as I got out. I went out the main door at 
the south side of the theater. I did not notice 
signe over any doors to indicate that they 
were exits. I half crawled over the benolies 
and half over the people. There were forty 
or fifty persons behind the seats on the first 


People Four Deep.

“No. I was expecting a bigger crush in 
the vestibule. I thought there would be a 
jam on that side, but nobody cameé down the 
stairs to my recollection, not a soul.” 

The next witness was John C. McGurn of

‘“ Suddenly a man upstairs shouted: ‘For

Says the Curtain Burned Up. 
The first witness from the auditorium of the 
theater was Joseph H. Bruce, 990 Oakley ave- 
nue. He declared only three doors were open, 
although he saw six or seven. | 

‘I was sitting at the south end of the fifth 
row of seats from the rear, in the second gal- 
lery,”” said Mr. Bruce. “ I saw the fire start 
in the upper left hand corner of the front of 
the stage. The curtain dropped part way 
but soon rolled up or burned up; at any rate, 
it disappeared, and I could see the fire away 
up, farther up and away back. | 

“T walked down or ran down the way I had’ 
come in. There was one door to the right, 
an exit. I dédmn’t see it until I visited the the- 
ater yesterday, because it was covered With 
a heavy curtain. I had no difficulty in get- 
ting out of the first floor, of the doors, but I 
went directly to the west doors on the lower 
tier and that was locked—the front door. 
"That was the door leading to the side- 
walk. | 

** Leading to the sidewalk—I do not think 
there were more than two or three of those 
doors open,”, « 
walk: I do not think’ there were more then 
two or three of those doors open.” 

Many persons were victims of the “ stand- 
ing room crime,” according to Mr. Bruce.

FERE IN FAR EAST. 


President Roosevelt and His Advisers 


b Abandon All Hope of a Peaceful So- 


Jution of the Quarrel Between Rus- 
and Japan—WiI11 Not Offer to Me- 
diate Between the Powers—Orders 
to the Asiatic Fleet Are Not Yet 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 7.—[Special. ]— 
On account of the conditions now existing. 
the administration has practically aban- 
-doned a hopeful view, and many officials 
now regard war between. Russia and Japan 
as inevitable. The United States govern- 
ment does not propose to intervene for the 
purpose of averting war. There is no inten- 
tion on the part of the government to tender 
its good offices for the arrangement of an 
amicable settlement. The sympathy of the 
administration is with Japan, but it has no 
desire to become embroiled in the dispute. 

The report that 35,000 Japanese troops are 
ready to land on Corean territory came to 
the state department from an agent of the 
gévernment whose high standing and rella- 
bility leads the administration to believe 
that a peaceful solution is almost impossi- 
ble. These reports confirm the advices 
cabled to the state department within the 
last twenty-four hours from American dip- 
lomatiec establishments in Tokio and the 
capitals of Europe, indicating the Russian 
response to the last Japanese proposals was 
unsatisfactory to Japan and showing that 
the situation was grave indeed. 


Japan’s Attitude Outlined. 


Japan’s attitude was outlined in dispatches 
received today by the state department from 
Minister Griscom at Tokio and some Amer- 
ican ambassadors in Europe. These advices 
agree that Japan will refuse to accept the 
Russian proposal tnat a neutral zone, em- 
bracing nearly one-third of Corea, be estab- 
lished and‘ would insist upon the maintenance 
of the territorial integrity of China and Cofea, 
while willing to recognize Russia's spetial 
interests in Manchuria in return for the 
recognition by Russta. of Japan’s special in- 
terests in Corea. The tone of the depart- 
ment’s advices is not hopeful and sensational 
news will not surprise the officials here. 


Fleet Orders Not y: 

There has been, however, no determina- 
tion reached by the president and his ad- 
visers as to the disposition of the United 
States fleet on the Asiatic station should war 
break out. The present intention of the ad- 
ministration is to adopt no policy im this re- 
gard until hostilities are actually begun, or 
are certain to occur. 

If there has been no clash or declaration of 
war by the time the three battleships and 
four cruisers of Rear Admiral Evans’ com- 
mand reach Guam, for which place they 
sailed from Honolulu on Dac. 29, they will 
probably be held thera pending developments 
in the Russian-Jap mese crisis. | 

Although anxious to: have American ves- 
sels near enough to the hostile fleets to per- 
mit of observation of any naval engage- 
ment, the authorities here are pretty gen- 
erally of the opinion that it would be a display 
of bad manners for the United States to so 
place its naval force and there is an addi- 
tional: reason for not doing it in the prob- 
ability that Russia might construe it as a 
menace to her navy. This government de- 
sires to avoid any appearance of taking 
sides in the troubles that have involved Kus- 
sia and Japan, and there is no reason to be- 
lieve anything will occur which will compel 
it to abandon its attitude of neutrality: 


| America to Be Neutral. 

If war comes the efforts which the United 
States is making to secure the opening of 
Manchurian ports to foreign trade will of ne- 
cessity be suspended for the period of hostil- 
ities. The war ended, those efforts proba- 
bly will be resumed. In the meantime the 
United States minister at Pekin is urging the 
Chihese government to ratify the commercial 
treaty with the United States which pro- 
vides that the ports of Mukden and Antung, 
in Manchuria, shall be places of entry for 
foreign commerce. With this treaty in force 
the United States? governmient will be in a 
better position to insist that Russia or what- 
ever nation obtains Manchuria through the 
outcome of the war shall recognize the trade 
rights granted this country in the Chinese 
province by treaty. | ; 


American Interests in Corea. 

It is understood that the purpose in send- 
ing American marines tn such haste to the 
Corean capital ahead of all European marines 
was because of a desire to protect not only 
the American legation at the Corean capita! 
but also the property of the Chemulpo Elec- 
tric railway and the electric light works, in 
both of which Americans are interested. 
There are other large American interests in

Minneapolis, Minn., Jan. 7.—[{Special.}— 
* Hold the line and listen. There is going 
to be something doing,”’ telephoned James 
Garfield, a bartender, from his flat to G. L. 
Hartsock, a saloonkeeper, this afternoon. 
He listened and heard over the wire a 
woman's scream, followed by reports of three 
shots from a revolver. | 

Hartsock knew Garfield and his wife had 
quarreled, and conjecturing she was being 


~ murdered he quickly notified the police. A 


riot alarm was sent in, and a patrol wagon 
from police headquarters carried half a dozen 
patrolmen-on the dead'run. No time was lost 
in breaking down the door. On the floor of 
the dining room lay Garfield, gasping his last. 
He had placed the muzzie of a revolver in 
his mouth and pulled the trigger, the bullet 
lodging in his brain. In the sitting room his 
wife was found dead. She had been skot 
twice, both bullets entering her head. Gar- 
field lived only a few moments, Mrs, Gar- 
field was a vaudeville artist, known on the 
stage as Pearl Guyotte. She had been sup- 
porting her husbandin idleness, and taunted 
him for living upon her earnings. He had 
threatened to kill her. Garfield was heard 
to say, “I have had enough of this, and 
you've got to die.”’ 
Couple in Fierce Struggle. 

After telephoning Hartsock, Garfield left 
the receiver hanging. Taking off his. coat 
he proceeded with his butchery, first locking 
the hall door. His terror stricken wife 
shrieked and pleaded. He chased her from 
room to room, revolver in hand, and finally 
caught hold of her. In their flerce struggle 
tables and chairs were overturned. He 
finally succeeded in dragging her near the 
telephone, evidently wanting his friend at 
the other end of the line to hear the report of 
the revolver. The first shot produced only 
a scalp wound, but the second entered below 
the left ear and produced instant death. 
Garfield shot himself while standing directly 
in front of the telephone. | 

Horrified, the landlady, as soon as she heard 
Garfield's threat to kill, ran to the street, 
hunting a policeman. Before she could lo- 
cate an officer the patrol wagon ved. 
Hartsock said: 

“T thought Garfield was joking when he 
called me up, but I could hear their voices, 
then screams, and three shots one after the 
other which sounded as if some one had 
beaten a drum that number of times. I 
realized that a murder was being committed 
and ’phoned the police at once.’ 


Murdered Woman Actress. 

Garfield met his wife while she wag playing 
at the Central theater in Hurley, Wis., where 
he tended bar. He deserted his wife and 
child, and, after a divorce, married the 
actress at Bessemer, Mich. He was known 
at Hurley as James Jennings. He came to 
Minneapolis recently, where his wife had 
been engaged at the Columbia theater. 

Pearl Guyotte was known in vaudeville 
circuits throughout the northwest. She was 
pretty, vivacious, and capricious. Garfield 
was jealous of her, and insisted upon follow- 


ing her from city to city. She was 25 years 
old and came from Cresco, la. |

Mr. Schwab further testified that he stil} 


| controls the Bethlehem steel plant, and that 


six of the seven directors are his employés. 
This testimony was listened to with especial 
interest by those who remembered the de- 
tails of the sale of the Bethlehem steel plaht 
to the shipbuilding company. The inference 
to be drawn is that Mr. Schwab sold’ the 
Bethlehem plant to himself for a great many 
million dollars, paid himself with stocks and 
bonds, and then kept the Bethlehem plant 
for himself. <4 


Corroborates Earlier Facts. 

Much of Mr. Schwab's testimony was 
roborative of facts already brought out in 
the hearing of the United States Shipbuild- 
ing receivership case. It was more interest- 
ing, however, because of the personality of 
the man. There was a large attendance to 
hear the testimony of the man who had ar- 
ranged the sale of the Bethlehem plant from» 
J. P. Morgan & Co., to whom he had trans- 
ferred it as syndicate managers, to the United 
States Shipbuilding company, the arrange- 
ment being such, Receiver Smith alleges, 
that the shipbuilding company has been un-= 
able to control the Bethlehem company or 
gain possession of its earnings to keep the 
shipbuilding company from insolvency. 

Mr. Schwab gave his age as 41, and said” 
he had at present no occupation, having 
ceased to be president of the United States 
Steel corporation. His whole life, he sald, 
had been connected with the steel industry. 


Holds Most Steel Stock. 


‘Mr. Schwab said that despite his sale of” 
some of the stock he believed himself to be 
the largest owner of steel stock. He de- 
clined to state the amount of steei stocks and 
bonds he now had'‘and sold, declaring 
that he did not intend to permit such an in- 
vestigation of his private business by Mr, 
Untermyer. 

. Mr. Schwab etated that he bought the 
Bethlehem property shortly after the gale of” 
the Carnegie properties to the steel corporte- 
tion. At that time the Bethlehem plant was 
in competition with subsiciary plants of the 
United States Steel corporation in the mana- 
facture of armor, but in noother respect, 
bulk of Bethlehem’s business consisting of 
the manufacture of armor plate, projectiiés, 
guns and gun forgings, and compressed 
forgings.

NOW REACHES TO $160,000. 


Defalcations of Cashier Marcell of High- 
. land Prove Heavier than Were at 
_ First Supposed—Only $2,000 Left. 


St. Joseph, Mo., Jan. 7.—[Special.]—The 
latest revelations of the defalcations in the 
Bank of Highland, Kas., by Cashier J. E. 


Marcell, show an aggregate loss tonight of 


over $160,000, 

Of this $67,000 is on account of deposits 
made for the most part by the farmers and 
stockraisers of Doniphan county, Kas. In 
the hands of State Bank Examiner S. C. 
Crummer is less than $2,000, this sum being 
the amount of money in the bank at the time 
that it was taken in charge. a 

There are notes of the face value of $57,000, 
one-half of which are pronounced worthless, 
It is also stated that a new note for $50,000 
has turned up in the hands of the Pioneer 
Trust company of Kansas City. 

Cashier Marcell was removed from his 
home in Highland today to the county jail 
in Troy, where he is under heavy guard to 
prevent possible injury. When Marcell was

It was the 
intention of Gen. Thomas to bring to bear 
the influence of his friends and have the re- 
quest for his resignation withdrawn, but 
before he could do anything effective in this 
direction the secretary of the treasury re- 
moved him. There is a disposition on the part 
of the administration to please both Sen- 
ators Cullom and Hopkins in the matter of 
appointments. 

Recently the president appointed L. O. 
Murray, a friend of Charles G. Dawes, the 
former controller of the currency, as assist- 
ant secretary of the department of commerce. 
This appointment was entirely agreeable to 
Senator Cullom. The appointment of Hoy 
was indorsed by Senator Hopkins. There 
will be no opposition to the confirmation and 
as soon as the senate has acted upon the 
nomination Mr. Hoy will assume charge of 
the ap office.

Change in Appraiser’s Office Considered 
by Politicians First of Many Ex- 
pected to Be Made. \. 


| When the news came from Washington late 
yesterday afternoon that Luman T. Hoy had 
been appointed government appraiser at Chi- 
cago, to succeed Gen. H. H. Thomas, it made 
a stir among the politicians. It is generally 
regarded as the beginning of a number of 
changes.

Nonunion Engineers Declared 
to Find It ‘Difficult to 
Get Certificates. 


HOTEL MEN VICTORIOUS. 


Places of Those Who Walked Out 
"Filled by Others Without , 
Jnconvenience. 


Failing to induce employés of hotels and 
office buildings to join in their strike, the 
éngineers yesterday transferred their ac- 
tivity to the city license bureau. There the 
employers charge, they took every meahs 
to prevent new men from obtaining permits 
and to keep those holding licenses from hav- 
ing their certificates transferred. 

The [Illinois Maintenance company, in 
charge of the plants in many skyscrapers, 


the city hall. Without this, it was declared, 
a nonunion engineer was denied his transfer 
on some petty excuse, was delayed, or was 
subjected to annoyance and abuse. 7 | 


Tells of License Troubles. 


C. H. Thorne of Montgomery Ward & Co. 
gave the éxperience of one nonunion man, as

“Our new night engineer, John Louder- 
back, called at the city hall to have his 
license changed from another plant to ours, 
Twenty-five men were inside. They taunted 
our employé. The clerk of the bureau asked 
many unnecessary questions, although Lou- 
derback’s certificate showed he had passed 
the examination within the two weeks re- 
quired.” 

Paul Blatchford, secretary of the Hotel- 
men's association, said tests showed that the 
examiners would not give a°certificate to a, 
nonunion man unless forced to Go it. 

** We had chief engineers of long experience 
and consulting engineers of the highest 
standing make the attempt,” he‘sald, “ and 
saw them refused the permits when they 
admitted they did not belong to the union.” 

None Is Badly Affected. 

Some annoyance in the hotels was caused 
by the engineers’ strike, although none long 
was crippled. The water supply was shut 
off at the Great Northern for a short time 
before the trouble was adj At Thomp- 
son's the former employés rned to work. 
The engineers at the Victoria applied for 
their old places, and also were put to work. 
The elevators were shut down for half an 
hour in the Wellington, while there was no 
heat or light. Then the men returned at the 
old rate. 

The union firemen at the Gault house were 
persuaded to leave. The union put others 
in their places. These also were induced to 
quit, and then the firemén manned the plant 
again and statiched watchers to see that 
there was no more interference. 4 

Business Agent Quinian of the engineers 
to many strikers, asking 

tnat they be takem back. In most places the 

engines already were in charge of others. 
This was the case at the Windermere and 
the Chicago Beach. 


Strike Fails at Family Hotels. 

At the outlying family hotels it was re- 
ported that no inconvenience had been suf- 
fered on account of the stfike.

The building managers regard the strike 
of the engineers in the skyscrapers as ended. 
There was no trouble at any steam plant. 

Engineers had dismantled the heating and 
lighting apparatus in the Normandy hotel 
and six electricians and machinists spent all 
day and night in making repairs. The steam 
plant was brought into fair condition in the 
morning, and the engineers and firemen had 
no troublé keeping it going. The electric 
wires all through the building were in bad 
shape. The lights were dim and the me- 
chanics were unable to locate the faults.

Terms of Livery Owners Rejected and

A renewal of the strike of the livery artyers, 
which so interfered with funerals and pleas- 
ure parties before the Iroquois theater fire, 
was decided on last night by the union. The 
truce with the owners ends tomorrow. If by. 
6 p. m. no settlement is reached every driver 
will be called out again. 

“'The whole matter rests now where it did 
when the first walkout was ordered,” said 
Albert Young of the teamsters last night at 
the close of the meeting in Bricklayers’ 
hall. “fhe Hverymen have made no new 
proposition and we have not receded from our 
original stand. All our men will strike.” 

The livery owners’ association, gathered In 
the afternoon at 70 Adams street and pre- 
pared an ultimatum to the union in which 
even less favorable terms were offered than 
at first. This was communicated to the driv- 
ers and they rejected it. 

‘* We will insist in future that our men doa 
day’s work,” said A. B. Perrigo of the owners” 
association. “ The wages will be as at pres- 
ent, but the drivers will be under the control 
of their employers and will be required to” 
earn their pay. They will be called on to 
help at whatever is to be done.”’ 

The liverymen believe that enough of their 
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men will refuse to strike to enable them to 
run their stables without difficulty.

No arrests were made today under the 
vagrancy order. Two men charged with 
making threats were arrested. ’

LESSON NO. 137.—The Pulses and Roots 

and Tubers. 

N winter when fresh vegetables are scarce 
we give variety to our tables by the use 
of pulses and roots and tubers. 
are, peas, beans, and lentils, and similar 
vegetables. They are rich in proteid and 

are sometimes called “poor man’s beef- 
steak,"’ or vegetable casein, from the simi- 
larity of this property in them and the casein . 
of milk. They have a large proportion of 
starch, but little or no fat, and these facts 
must be carefully considered in their use. As 
they are rich in proteid and starch, one does 
not want to combine them in a menu with 
anything hearty. | | 
It has been pointed out before in these 
articles that we crave a combination of 
various food properties called for by the 
body and this natural appetite has led cooks 
to unconsciously combine the lacking prop- 
erty with the food being cooked. For in- 
stance, beans are high in value in carbo- 


hydrates and proteids and lacking in fat, so | 


the New England housewife put fat pork 
with them, to the delight of many genera- 
tions. 
and beans is a highly nutritious dish. | 

Pulses, however, are not easily digested 


unless carefully cooked, the long, slow cook~ | 


ing being the best. One reason for the in- | 
digestibility of these vegetables is the bulki- 
ness of the food. For this reason thick soups 


or purées made of them are more easily’di-.. 


gested than any other form of cooking them. 

When they are dried they require many 
hours’ soaking to prepare them for cooking, 
and this should be done with soft water, 


Although not so easily digested by the 


stomach, if they are carefully cooked and 
taken in the more digestive ways of cooking 
them, they are easily absorbed into the sys- 
tem. 

Considering all these facts, they form an 
important part of our diet, but the house- 
wife should always bear in mind the thought. 


If we have a small amount of money to spend 
in cloth and need a certain number of yards 
we carefully consider the price per yard. If 
we want a certain amount of strength to do 
a full day’s work, and have only a small 
amount of money to spend, we should know 
something of the amount of strength in given 
foods and choose that which will give the 
requisite energy for the money in hand, In

Now, let us compare a few foods on this 
basis. Split pea soup yields 1,000 calories for 
cents. Consommé yields the amount 
of energy for. 11.4 cents. Baked pork and 
beans and brown bread hold 1,000 calories for 
3.5 cents, while broiléd chicken will not sup- 
ply that amount of energy for less than 60 
cents. Lima beans give 1,000 calories for 8 
cents, while French green peas cost 15 cents. 
Now you can doubtless see the economy of 
a well made soup of pulses. It is inexpen- 


it with the heavy dinner you 
after a clear consommé. 

Now, with roots and tubers, we find a dif- 
ferent situation. The root of the plantis the 
storehouse for winter use and the supply laid 
by is almost entirely starch proteid, and fat 
being almost entirely absent. Now bear this 
in mind and then think out for yourself why 
we combine potato with beefsteak instead of . 
pork and beans with beefsteak. There isa 
large proportion of water in roots and tubers 
ang so the nutritive value isnot high. There 
is also a large amount of cellulose and this 
requires long, slow cooking to break it down 
and prepare it for digestion. As roots are 
not high in nutritive value, they do not rank 
wmong the cheapest foods as energy givers, 
Although they are inexpensive as accom- 
panying hearty dishes where one would not 
want to use pulses. Beets yield a thousand 
calories ‘for 11.8 cents. Cabbage the same 
amount for 12 cents. 

Thus, you see. how’interesting an ocgupa- 
tion menu making may be if considered 
Gietetically, economically, and artistically, 
and yet I venture to predict that women will 
not realize the fnterest and the classes in 
dietetics in the spring will be small.

Sunshine resting on cut flowers fs injurious. 

The room in which they are kept should 
be cold rather than warm. Gas saps the life 
of delicate blossoms, and a bell glass placed 
over them at night will be found an excellent 
protector. 

Those which show any signs of drooping 
should be dipped head foremost in cold water 
and gently shaken. Flowers that have trav- 
eled a long distance are speedily revived by 
this treatment. 

The immediate removal of one fading flower 
often preserves the others. ,

are best, next square ones, and lastly round. 

Tin is the best material, wood next best, 
and lastly stout pasteboard. 

Line the box with stout, rough brown} 
paper, over top and all, after wetting it thor- | 
oughly in cold water. 

Arrange the flowers in layers, each layer 
reposing on its own bed of fresh green ferns 
made moist. Wedge in slender sticks under 
the fern beds to keep them in place, and 
when ferns are not available use cotton bat- 
ting in the same way.

WOULD REQUIRE GOOD HEALTH 
OF COLLEGE MATRICULANTS. 


Physically ‘Unprepared Should se Ex- 
cluded, as Well as Those Mentally De- 
‘ficient, Says Miss Annah M Goule. 


“ Entrance to college should be opened only 
to those in good health. The physically un- 
prepared should be excluded, as well as the 
mentally unprepared.’’ 

In these statements Miss Annah May Soule, 
instructor in Mount Holyoke college, ex- 
presses the opinion that colleges should have 
physical as well as mental entrance require- 
ments. An article signed by her appears in 
the last issue of the School Review, published 
by the University of Chicago press. 

“Our stores and factories,” says Miss 
Soule, “are demanding well proportioned,: 
healthy workers. It would seem that our 
schools could demand no less. Factories and 
railroads are refusing to employ men whose 
fingers show the yellow stain of the habitual 
cigaret smoker; deeming such too enfeebled 
in mind and body to be of service; yet our 
colleges are taking no account of yellow 
fingers, and make little attempt to teach the 
morality or economy of vigorous health.”’ 

Miss Soule says the secondary schools 
must provide for the intelligent phyeical de- 
velopment of their pupils, and the tolleges 
must compel them to do so by insisting on 
physical entrance requirements. 


TELL OF ASSAULT BY GORMAN. 


Nine Witnesses Declare Brighton Park 
Police Lieutenant Beat School Teach- 
er Into Unconsciousness. 


Nine witnesses in Justice Underwood's 
court yesterday declared that they saw Act- 
ing Lieut. Harry Gorman of the Brighton 
Park police station beat Michael M. Byrne, 
a public school teacher. 

The witnesses eald Byrne several weeks 
ago was standing at a corner waiting for a 
street car, when Gorman went from the sa- 
loon in which he and Byrne previously had 
quarreled. Gorman arrested him. They 
started to cross the street, but when the men 
reached the car tracks Gorman struck Byrne 
in the face, knocking him down. 

After Byrne fell Gorman kicked him sev- 
eral times on the head and face, the wit- 
nesses said, and continued beating him until 
he was unconscious. Several citizens inter- 
fered. When the patrol wagon arrived Gor- 
man threw Byrne into it, and as it drove 
away, the nine declared, they heard Byrne 
cry, “ Murder! He ts killing me.” 

Byrne testified that while he was crying 
for help Gorman was holding him by the 
hair and was striking him in the face. 

The jury find Byrne not guilty of resisting 
an officer. Gorman offered little testimony. 
He will be brought before the police trial 
board today.

Powers & Co. péclare Water Bureau 
Superintendent, Who Is Missing, 
Assigned te Them the Pay of Sixteen 
Men Under Him—Employes Declare 
Assignments Are Forgertes—Bird 
Unhesitatingly Cashes All Orders— 
Practice to Be Stopped by Controller 


Controller McGann has started an investi- 
gation of the practice of pay roll “ scalping ”’ 
He took action as a result 
of the disappearance of Thomas A. Ryan, 
superintendent of the shutoff bureau Of the 
water department. Powers & Co., loan 
brokers, charge that Ryan sold them assign- 
ments of the December pay of sixteen men 
under him. The employés declare they did 
not make the assignments. 

It developed that Paymaster Bird unhesi- 
tatingly has been cashing all assignments 
of pay brought him by these loan agents, 
and the business of loaning money to city 
employés had returned to its old proportions. 


Big Business in Loaning: 

The fact that the loan brokers could get 
their money without the knowledge of the 
controller increased the trade. It has grown 
so that Powers & Co. have starteda “ bank " 
in La Salle street nearly opposite the door 
Jeading to the paymaster’s office. 

“We have detailed a man to go to the 
bottom of the business,” sali Deputy Con- 
troller Gosselin last evening. “ He Is to in- 
vestigate not only these assignments which 
Powers has. but also the general practice of 
loaning money to city employés. He will 
inquire into the way these assignménts of 
pay are handled in the paymaster’s office. 

“Tt looks as though every time an em- 
ployé wanted a dollar to play the races he 
rushed to a loan broker and got it without 
trouble. The practice can be stopped by 
suspending the employés'who do it and noti- 
fying loan brokers they can get their money 


after a lawsuit.” 
/ Some Admit Getting Money. 


Of thirty-one men under Ryan whose as- 
signments for their December pay Powers & 
Co. say they hold, fifteen admitted they had 
got the money. Sixteen, however, denied they 
had ever made any assignment, and their 
pay was stopped by Supt. Nourse, 

Tl] raise a scandal about this unless these 
assignments are honored,” shouted Powers. 

“] wish you would,” said Nourse. “ We 
should like to know all about this matter.” 

Powers says the assignments of the sixteen 
men were brought to him by Ryan, who re- 


.° sefved the money for them. He also declares 


Ryan got his own month’s pay, $125, while 
at the same time he had drawn it in advance 
from Treasurer Hummel. The amount in- 
volved is $034. The city is endeavoring to 
learn if the orders are for es.
